(Jen. Roy Stone figures out that 
there are l,rm,m> miles of public 
road in ths Unltrd States, over which 
0OU,UOU ( OUU tons of freight are hauled 
everv year. Putting the average 
haul at eight miles— though this is 
probably an ovei -estimate— he fig- 
ures the cost of carting at two dollars 
the ton, or *1,immi,000,iiiki the year. 

With uniformly uood roads the 
co.-t of moving this freight would be 
only MOOJHtn.uiJO, saving i?()(K>,(MMl,(>()0 
to the public annually. This is 
equivalent to the yearly interest on 
i2t>,oiKt,uuiUMii> of three per cent, gov- 
ernment bonds. 

One-half of this almost inconceiv- 
ably vast sum would rebuild every 
mile of road in the Unite! States at 
an average cost of, say, $fi,16G per 
mile, and the other half would fur- 
nish a yearly income of $200 |>er 
mile for their repair and mainte- 
nance. 

At present the |>eople spend *20> 
000,<KH) each year in repairing their 
Worth )eM io ids. This sum would 
build 4,000 miles of thoroughly good 
macadam road, sufficiently wide for 
rural use. 

Experiments made In the Missouri 
agricultural experiment station show 
Hint in nearly «H road conditions 
broad-tired wagons pull easier than 
those with narrow tires. On mac- 
adam road a load of 2,31* pounds 
can be hauled on broad tires with 
the same draught as a load of 2,000 
pounds on narrow tires. On gravel 
road, except when wet and sloppy 
on top, the draught oi the broad- 
tired wagon is much less than that of 
the narrow-tired wagon; a load of 
2,482 pounds can be hauled on broad 
(ires with the draught required lor 
2,000 pounds on narrow tires. 

The trials on dirt roads give vary- 
ing results. When it is dry, hard 
and free from dust 2,M0 pounds can 
be hauled on broad tires with the 
draught required for 2,000 pounds on 
narrow tiros. When the surface is 
covered with two or three inches of 
dry, harne dust, the results are un- 
favorable to the broad tire. 

In general, the belter the road the 
greater the advantage of the broad 
tire. On turf it Is much easier of 
draught. _
